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Versatile axial fan and centrifugal shutter mechanism 
Attn. Mr. VERDIER and Mr. LOOK 

Following my letter and my fax dated march 30, 2006 please find attached a CD showing 
pictures of the fan with a removable shutter assembly with vanes mounted in a frame and 
positioned across the fan intake horizontally or vertically by the end user of the fan. 
The new fan design is a result of many years of work dedicated to the development in 
producing an ideal maintenance free fan with an ideal self cleaning shutter designed to 
overcome the dust problem on traditional shutters. The novel shutter design allows the full air 
flow of the propeller, virtually no air flow restriction when open and no air leakage when 
closed. Therefore, in a ventilation system fewer fans and heaters will be required, resulting in 
initial monetary savings and year after year lower energy bills. When compare these qualities 
to conventional shutter units comprising a myriad of vanes that can restrict air flow by as 
much as 30% when open and allow major air leaks when closed, it is easy to recognize the 
superiority and the merits of the "Versatile axial flow fan" of the present invention. 
The human talent sometimes develops an idea and another improves upon it. I hope that now 
somebody in USA will further improve my idea. In the long run everyone benefits. 
Most unfortunately sometimes the inventors do not get any benefice. For example Mr.. Franco 
Franchi an American living in Baton Rouge inventor of the US patent n. 4,2178,816 to 
Mancinelli did not get any benefice of his invention ( see the attached letter of Mr. Franco 
Franchi). The applicant himself inventor of the US patent 5,195,928 did not get any benefice 
(ref. page. 30 AMENDMENT A dated September 28, 2005). 

In the course of my work in perfecting the fan of the present invention I overcame many 
difficulties. However, with energy, determination and faith in God, I have finally pursued the 
goal to provide the best product for the farm grower for the benefice of everybody.
